Pari March 31.—The first civil tribu- 
nal ofvhe Seine today decided the case 
of the republic of Colombia against the 
Panam Canal Company in favor of the 
defendats. 

The dcision holds that the complaint of 
Colom is not receivable and condemns 
the pimtiffs to pay the costs of the ac- 
tion: Bis decision has the effect of re- 


movingthe legal obstacles in the way of 


the trasfer of the canal commission from 
the comany to the United States. 

“ull Sovereignty Given. 
The ‘ecision is a lengthy document, 
fully miewing all the early circum- 
stanceg of the concession and setting 
Torth te various acts of the Colombian 
congres, the treaties, etc., particularly 
articleg2O and 22 of the treaty of March 
20, 189 whereby the company acquired 
its righ. , 
"Thee articles,’’ the decision says, 
“have he manifest purpose of assuring 
the fulexercise of sovereignty over the 
canal. t results from what is establish- 
ed befte this tribuna] that Colombia is 
not indossession of the territory trav- 
ersed F the'canal. Coming before a 
French-ourt /n order to sustain its rights 
over th cangl, Colombia tacitly admits 
its inaliity ilself to contro] the canal. It 
therefog fol¥ws naturally that it has lost 
soveréigty iver the territory traversed 
by the ariel 
“Tt al® ears that this soveretgnty Is 
maintaiged by the republic fo Panama, 
which is inactual possession of the au- 
thority and)ower of administration. Un- 
der such ciremstances it only remains for 
ithe Paramaampany to-accept the actual 
situation of athority and the facts rela- 
Ave to tlie teltory embraced by the con- 
cession. Theffore the @ption com- 
menced by Combia is not receivable.” 
The decisiorcOncludes with the specific 
recital under ‘e French codé that none of 
the claims seup by Columbia are valid. 
that its requé to enjoin pending actions 
is not warrard; that its plea for costs 
against the enpany ifs not justified and 
that the entircosts of the procedure are 
assessed agakt the plaintiff.

NOW WITHOUT FLAW 


HEAVY LOSSES 


ANE INFLICTED 


UN TIBETANS 


Severe Fighting Reported Between 
lhe Native Forces and British. 
‘Expedition,

TIBETAN CAMP. TAKER 
BY INVADING. FORCE 


British Suffered Great Hardships 
Owing to Intense Cold—Some- 
times Maxims and Rifles 
Were Rendered Useless 
by the Cold, 


Tuna, British Indla, March 3!.—News 
hag been received Ifere of severe fighting, 
the Tibetans having attacked the Brit- 
ish mission under Colonel Younghusband. 
There were two engagements and the. 
‘Tibetans were repulsed with heavy losses, 
The British captured the Tibetan camp 
at Guru. 

While the British advance has been 
practically unopposed, the expedition suf- 
fered great hardships from the intense 
col, and .t was sometime found impos- 
Sibie to use the maxim guns and rifles 
owing to the congealing of the oil. The 
country is of the bleakest, without a 
sign of vegetation, and the expedition 
hadito face piercing winds and clouds of 
dust, while there was a heavy fall of 
snow last night. 

At 8 o'clock this morning a flying 
column started to reconnoitre the Tibetan 
camp at Guru, whereupon a general from 
Lhassa with a quaint retinue came to 
interview Colonel Younghusband. The 
génétal asked the colonel to retire with 
his mission to Yatung for the purpose of 
carrying on negotiations, threatening an 
attack if the mission proceeded. Colone] 
Younghusband replied that negotiations 
had been proceeding fruitlessly for fifteen 
years and that retirement was now im- 
possible. 

The Tibetan general withdrew and Colo- 
nel Younghusband ordered his troops to 
endeavor to disperse the Tibetans, block- 
ing the road, without firing upon them. 


Fierce Attack by Tibetans. 

For a time the tactics of the British 
were successful, but after a while the 
attitude of the Tibetan leaders convinced 
Conlonel MacDonald of the necessity of 
disarming them. The Tibetans numbered 
about 1,500 and their resistance of the. 
effort to disarm them led to a smart en- 
gagement. The situation for a few mo- 
ments was critical, Colonel MacDonale 
and Colonel Younghusband being only 
a few yvaris from the advancing Tibetans. 
Revolvers and bayonets were used and 
then a riffle fire was resorted to at which 
the Tibetans fled, but not before several 
casualties resulted'in the British ranks. 

The cortespondent of The Daily Mail 
with the nission was severely wounded. 

The Tib@ans lost heavily owing to the 
inferiority of their weapons, which were 
matchiock rifles, but they displayed the 
greatest courage, many of them coming 
om after they had been seriously wound- 
ed. After the action there were heaps 
of dead and a long trail of dead and 
wounded extended to the ren.. 

After a skort halt the advance contin- 
ued. Nearing the T.betan camp at Guru, 
a second action took place, in which tne 
artillery played the largest part. 

Finally the Tibetans retreated over the 
hills with the exception of about sixty, 
who obstinately held the village which 
was finally teken by a mounted bayonet 
charge, The Tibetan losses are believed 
to be over 400, while the British casual- 
tiles are about a dozen. 

The British force returned to Tuna this 
evening and sated that rifles bearing the 
Russian impetia] stamp and Russian am- 
munition wer: found on the wounded 
Tibetan officers.

STRAY DOGS TO BE FOOD 
FOR HUNGRY IGORROTTES 


T. LOUIS, March 3!.—Beginning on 
S April Fool’s day, all stray dogs in 

St. Louis will be served daily to 
members of thé TRorrote and other tribes 
of Filipinos at the world’s fair. Arrange- 
ments to this- effect were completed at 
the office of the dog pound today. The 
Igorrotes, who at home are head hun- 
ters, are very fond of dog meat and today 
threatened to strike unless served with 
their favorite flesh. _ Accordingly, stray 
dogs, imstead of suffering death. by 
asphyxiation, will be slaughtered, dressed 
and roasted, fried, boiled, grilled or 
fricassed to suit the peculiar taste of 
the Igorrotes. On their arrival at St. 
Iouls recently the three hundred Fili- 
pinos suffered from pneumonia. After a 


native council had been held it was 
decided by the Filipinos that the absence 
from their daily diet of dog meat was 
the cause of their suffering from pneu- 
monia. 

One of those suffering with pneumonia, 
by the aid of friends, managed to secure 
a piece of broiled dog steak. He recoy- 
ered. This coincidence, the Igorrotes 
called an example of cause and effect. 
They appealed to M. R. Healy, who acts 
as their butler. Mr. Healy applied to the 
dog pound office and secured permission 
to take all the stray dogs h@ wanted for 
the table of the Filipinos. The skins of 
the dogs may be used: by the Igorrotes 
for their abbreviated costumes, as they 
refuse to dress in American conventional 
style. 
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EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH 
WASHES AGED MEN’S FEET 


VV IENNA, March 3!.—Emperor Fran- 
‘cis Joseph this morning observed 
the ancient ceremony of washing 
the feet of twelve old men in the crys- 
tal hall of the Hofburg. The hall was 
filled with distinguished personages in- 
cluding members of the diplomatic corps, 
the cabinet ministers, military officials 
and court functionaries. 

The emperor, who was in excellent 
health, asisted by eight arch dukes, 
personaily waiting on the old men, plac 
ing before them food and drink, which, 


however, they did not consume then. the 
refreshments being immediately removed 
and later sent to their homes. The cere- 
mony concluded with the emperor hangs 
ing around the neck of each of the old 
men a silk purse containing the tradi- 
tional thirty pieces of silver.

Washington, March .3!.—Consideration 
of the sundry civil apprépriatidn bill was 
concluded in the house teday and the bill 
was about to be passed, When Mr. Sulzer 
forced a roll call on a motion to recommit 
the bill with instructions to strike out the 
paragraph appropriating $136,000 for 
rental of the New York customs house. 
The vote showed a quorum was not pres- 
ent and so an adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow. 

The right of boards of directors of state 
homes for disabled volunteer soldiers to 
retain certain portions of pension money 
received by the inmates was discussed at 
length. Mr. Bell, of California, assailed 
his own state for permitting a canteen 
to be established in the California state 
home and charged that the old soldiers 
were allowed to draw their pension money 
from the home in most instances, only 
through canteen checks. After extended 
debate an amendment by Mr. Bel! to cor- 
rect the evils complained of was adopted, 

Mr. Sherley, democrat, of Kentucky, 
offered an amendment to Mr. Bell’s 
amendment striking out the anti-canteen 
feature. He emphatically declared against 
“that species of paternalism which un- 
dertakes to legislate 
ple.”

SINKING OF HANYEI MARU 
DEEPLY RESENTED BY JAPS 

Tokio, March 3!.—9. p. m.—The action 
of Russian warships in sinking the Jap- 
anese coasting steamer Hanyei Maru last 
Saturday ts deeply resented by the Jap- 
anese. 

In official circles the attack upon and 
the sinking of this vessel near Taichin 
island {s pronounced to be a clear viola- 
tion of the neutrality of China, besides 
being an act of wantonness against a 
defenseless craft. The sinking of the 
Japanese steamer Nakonamara Maru by 
the Russian Vliadivistok squadron near 
the Tsugaru straits is recalled. 

The Hanyel Maru was an old steamer 
of 64 tons, and had been chartered by 
some correspondents of a Japanese news- 
paper. 


NO CHANCE FOR POWERS 
TO STOP WAR AT *=ZSENT 

Washington, March 31!.—Careful in- 
quiry at the several ambassies and lega- 
tions interested In the Russo-Japanese 
situation confirms the conviction which 
is general among state department offi- 
clals that present intervention by the 
powers is out of the question. As a 
European ambassador expresSed today: 

“Both belligerents have set their jaws 
and the powers can only stand asidé and 
watch the fighting. 

‘It may be thaf when Russia ..and 
Japan have tasted more deeply of the rea! 
horrors of war that they will be incline4 
to listen to mediation, but my advices 
from St. Petersburg and Tokio show no 
indication of this yet.’’

FEDERAL TRUST 


Cleveland and oston Com- 
panies Close Down 


Claimed That Depositors of Both 
Concerns Will Be Fully Pro- 
tected—Run on Cleveland 
Bank Had Slight 
Ervect. 


—————— 


Cleveland, Ohio, March 3$!1.—The Fed- 
erat Trust Company today made an as- 
signment to the Guardian Trust Com- 
pany. 

The action is stated to Have been taken 
as a result of the disappearance of a 
prominent official of the Federal Trust 
Company. Reports are in circulation 
that a shortage has been found in the 


funds of the concern. 

While no statement ‘has been filed as 
yet by the Federal] company, it is un- 
derstood it will turn over about $1!,000,- 
000 in deposits to the assignee. 

Its total assets will be about $3,000,000, 
The Federal Trust Company has a cap- 
{tal stock of $1,500,000. It has a sur- 
plus fund of $50,000 and about $140,000 
undivided profits. According to its last 
report it had $2,188,362 in loans an 
discounts, $45,300 real estate loans, owned 
$729.000 stocks, bonds and mortgages. 
Its last statement showed individual de- 
posits of $1,593,328, but officials state 
the deposits were about $1,000,000 at the 
close of business last night. 

An agreement was practically reached 
between the directors of the Federal 
Trust Company and the Guardian Trust 
Company several days aga, providing for 
the merging of the two concerns. The 
disappearance of the official of the Fed- 
eral company, however, precipitated mat- 
ters and the directors decided that an 
assignment would probably avoid a run 
on the bank and protect all interests. 


Boston Union Trust Closes. 

Boston, March 31!.—The Union Trust 
Company has closed its doors. ‘The 
company was fncorporated in 1888 with 
a capital of $100,000. The president is 
former Congresaman William E. Bar- 
rett. Mr. Barrett is also a well known 
Boston publisher. Frederick B. Roberts 
is treasurer, and the directors are WRH- 
liam E Barrett, Charles H. Adams, C.F. 
Donnelly, James-W. Dumphy, G. Edward 
Smith and Galen E. Stone. 

The liabilities of the company = are 
placed at $1,600,000, with nominal assets 
of about the same amount. The difficul- 
ties of the concern are attributed to 
heavy .withdrawals by. depositors and 
the inability of the mtanagement to real- 
ize quickly on securittes in order to pro- 
vide for the unusual demands. At the 
office of the Savings bank commissioners, 
it was stated that the company had been 
temporarily enjoined by the supreme 
court and that the application for a per- 
manent injunction was returnable to- 
morrow. The court will be asked to ap- 
point a receiver. 

The directors state no opposition will 
be made to the receivership and the com- 
pany will go out of business. 

They state positively that depositors 
will lose nothing. 
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Here is a story of how the late Cap- 
tain W. S. Everett once caught General 
Longstreet violating his own orders about 
foraging while the general's corps was 
doing some hard fighting around Knox- 
ville, Tenn. Captain Everett and some 
soldiers went out to steal sheep, contrary 
to General Longstreet’s orders, and when 
they reached ‘the flock they found the 
general had beaten them there fand was 
engaged in a fierce struggle with a big 
ram. 

The incident was related yesterday 
among a group of veterans who were 
discussing the tragic death of their for- 
mer comrade, Captain Fverett, the twen- 
tieth member of Atlanta. camp No. 159, 
to die since last October. The anecdote 
was related in the following words: 

“IT got the story from the lamented Ma- 
jor A. Leyden, who was Captain Ever- 
ett’s commander during the war. Major 
Layden commanded the Ninth Geor- 
gia battalion, and his favorite captain of 
artillery was Captain W. S. Everett and 
there was no more gallant and skilful ar- 
tillerist and better gunner than this in- 
trepid soldier. On the battle fleld he was 
a master in the splendid handling of 
heavy cannon, particularly «‘Old Black 
Bess,’ a pet cannon in Leyden’s battal- 
ion, and Captain Everett engaged in 
many an artillery dué] in 1861-65. 

“But to the story as I got it from Ma- 
jor Leyden: 

"In September, 1863, TLéyden’s battalion 
was ordered from Virginia. to join Gen- 
eral Longstreet’s corps at Ringgold, Ga., 
as it was known Longstreet would join 
General Bragg at Chickamauga in a flerce 
battle with Generals Rosecrans ana 
Thomas. They went and materially aid- 
ed in breaking Thomas’ line at Snod- 
grass Hill. From there they went to 
Knoxville, fighting Gereral Burnside’s 
artillery all*the way to Knoxville. 

“When General Longstreet began the 
bombardment of Fort Saunders at Knox- 
ville he had prior thereto issued strict 
orders against foraging on private prop- 
erty, and Leyden’s battalion had scrupu- 
lously observed the order, but the bom- 
bardment of Fort Saunders was a long 
job, and rations ran out, and the men 
were hungry, very hungry. 

“Captain Everett told Major Leyden he 
was starving and must have some ‘grub,’ 
and said he had seen a fine flock of sheep 
on a4 distant hill, and, despite Long- 
street’s order, permission was given to 
pick a stray sheep. 

“So away Captain Everett and a few 
soldiers went, and as they got near a

General Longstreet was 
néarly winded and his general's uniform 
and shoulder straps were torn and gave 
evidence of the ram’s strength. 

“Captain Everett started to his com- 
mander’s assistance, but Longstreet flung 
the ram and put his foot on his neck, 
and between labored breaths said: 

‘**Look here, captain, if you will say 
nothing about this violation of my order, 
Il won't; but 1 was hungry for some mut- 
ton,’ : 

“Captain Everett laughed heartily and 
the next day at General...langstreet s 
headquarters and in.Major Bey dén's tent, 
where Captain Everett dined, there was a

He contested the position tak*n 
by Mr. (Gibson, that there have Deen 
great frauds in the administration of 
the land laws of the west. He declared 
that there ig a lobby in Washington in 
the interest «of the repeal bill, and en- 
gaged in a sharp colloquy with Mr. Pat- 
terson during which each characterized 
the statement of the other as tntrueé. 

The general debate on ‘the postoffice 
bill was confined largely to a speech 
by Mr. MeCreary and interruptions Dy 
republican senators. Mr. McCreary: 
charged in the main that ‘the policy of 
an early adjournment of congress had 
been adopted in. order to avoid legisla- 
tion not desired by the republican lead-

Mr. McCreary said conditions in the 
postoffice department warranted an in- 
vestigation. 

‘Tt has been a strange spectacle,’ said 
Mr. McCreary, ‘‘when ‘members of the 
house of representatives, who have de- 
manded an investigation and reform, and 
have been compelled to abandon that re- 
quest and themselves have ‘had to go 
before an investigating committee.” 

Republican Pledges Broken. 

The policy of the republican party in 
regard to immigration and statehood for 
Arizona, Wew Mexico and Oklahoma 
was severely. criticised by Mr. McCreary, 
who said republican pledges had been 
broken. (‘The reasons, said Mr. . Mc- 
Creary, are that the republicans fear 
they will mot get the votes of the new 
states if they are admitted. 

Mr. McCreary declared that there had 
been more wasteful extravagance during 
the past two administrations, and egpe- 
cially funder the present administration 
than ever before. 

Mr. Dolliver spoke of the chargeq of 
corruption which the democrats were 
making.

Tomowow Afternoon, 


Park Board Will Have Concealed 
28,000 Colored Eggs, and Some 
of Them Will Entitle Their 
Finders to Valuable 

' Prizes, 


Arrangements are rapidly being com- 
pleted for the annual Haster egg hunt of 
the board of park commissioners, which 
is to be given tomorrow afternoon at 
Grant park. 

Dr. W. B. Armstrong, president of the 
park board of the municipality, has pur- 
chased 28,000 eggs, which are now being 
boiled and colored and which will be 
taken to the park early tomorrow morn- 
ing. They will be concealed during the 
morning by the workmen at the park and 
will be placed where they may easily be 
found by the children with a little exer- 
tion, 

In order that the children may not be 
allowed to trample upon the flower beds 
in the park or injure the tender young 
Plants that have been transplanted from 
the hot houses for the summer, the board 
of park commissioners wishes it plainly 
Stated that no eggs will be concealed near 
the plants or near the flower beds. Chil- 
dren will not be permitted to trample 
upon the flowers. In all other places, 
however, they will be allowed to go, and 
this is the only rule that will gevern them 
after they have once been admitted to the 
grounds. e 

The children are expected to assemble 
at the Cherokee avenue and South Boule- 
vard entrances to the park during the 
early afternoon, but they will not be per- 
mitted to enter the grounds. This ts done 
for obvious reasons. Police Chief John W. 
Ball has detailed a special squad of his 
men tor the afternoon’s work and they 
will be on duty first at the entrance to 
the park and later inside the grounds, 
They will, of course, not be expected to 
arrest any of the children and it is safe 
to say that all of the children who go to 
the park for the purpose of participating 
in the pleasures of the afternoon will be 
free from detention by the policemen. 

They will, however, endeavor to prevent 
the children from entering the park until] 
the signal which has been agreed upon is 
given and after the egg hunt commences 
it will be their endeavor to prevent the 
children from being Mjured or lost. 

Care for Children. 

All children who lose their parents or 
guardians will be taken by the policemen 
to the room cf the board of park com- 
missioners in the refreshment stand, and 
all mothers or guardians who lose their 
children will find them there. Members 
ot the board of park commissioners will 
be present in the room to take care of 
the children until they are reclaimed by 
those who have lost them. 

Not until 2 o’clock in the afternoon will 
the signal be given for the egg hunt. 
When that hour arrives the children will 
be free to make the usual rush for the 
park grounds. The signal will be the 
first strains of ‘“‘Dixie.’’ The band will be 
Stationed in the usual stand from which 
it will be possible to hear the first sound 
of the music. The first notes of the fa- 
mous southern air will be sounded exact- 
ly at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The number of prize eggs that will be 
concealed in the park this year js at- 
tracting considerable attention and will 
doubtless have the effect of drawing a 
larger number of children than usual to 
the egg hunt. One of the eggs will entitle 
its finder to one dozen photographs; two 
eggs will each be good for one-half dozen 
yhotographs; one egg will be good for a 
$-pound box of candy and fifty eggs will 
tach be good for one glass of soda water. 

The numher of eggs that will be placed 
in the park this year is larger than usual. 
For that reason all of the children will 


have several eggs and there will be no 


reason for disappointing any of the little 
tots. 

The usual large crowd of grows-ups 
will doubtless be at the park for the pur- 
pose of witnessing the enjoyment of the 
children,

SWITCH ENGINE 
KILLS DARNELL 


Little Dwarf Run Over and 
Killed Yesterday 
Morning. 


While returning home for his break- 
fast after disposing of his papers, 
Francis M. Darnell, a famillar figure to 
every one living in Atlanta, and well 
known as “Old Man Darnell,”” was run 
over by a switch engine of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad on the Georgia 
road. 

His body was dragged under the wheels 
of the engine and dreadfully mangled. 
Both legs were amputated just below the 
knees, and his skull was fractured. He 
was also injured in several other ways. 

According to Coroner Stamps, who in- 
vestigated the case, no one witnessed the 
accident, and consequently it was im- 
possible to state how it happened. The 
body was dragged by the train for about 
60 feet. 

F. M. Darnell left his home about. 
o’clock in the morning and came into th 
city to purchase papers. He bought the 
papers, and after disposing of them, start- 
ed to his home, 8 Savannah street. He 
reached the Fulton Bag and Cotton milis 
in safety. 

A side track runs to the factory in or- 
der that cars may be loaded there, This 
track crosses Badger street. A switch 
engine of the Atlanta and West Point 
was backing out on this track just as the 
old man started to cross the street. 

His sight has been bad for several years, 
and it is probable that he did not See or 
hear the train, and was struck and killed 
before hg became conscious of his 
danger. 

Coroner Stamps was at once notified of 
the death, and at the same time the wife 
and sons of the deceased were informed 
of the accident. After an investigation of 
thé case, the jury decided that he came 
to his death 
switch engine of the .Atlanta and West 
Point on the Georgia track, and that the 
death was accidental, 

F. M. Darnell was one of the most 
familiar figures on the streets of ‘Atlanta, 
and was well known by every one in the 
city. For years he has lived fin Atlanta 
and earned his living By selling papers 
on the streets and doing little jobs. 

He was only 8 feet 6 inchés in height, 
and attracted universal attention wher- 
ever he went. He wore a long gray beard. 

For the last fifteen years he has been 
living in Atlanta and supporting himself 
and his family by selling papers on the 
streets. He had been married for many 
years, and: leaves a wife and four chTl- 
dren, two of whom are dwarfs like him- 
self. They are Lee Darnell, Frank Dar- 
nell and Monroe Darnell, and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Busby, of East Point. 

The deceased was 7! years old. He was 
born in Milledgeville, Ga. The funeral 
services will occur at |! o'clock this af- 
ternoon from the residence, 8 Savapnah 
street, and’ the interment will be at Syl- 
vester.

FOR PROBATION 


Ordinance Creating Children's 


Court Will Become Law. 


City Attorney Mayson Will Rule 
That Measure Should Not Have 
Been Held Up by Notice 
of Motion To Recon- 

 gider. 


The probation ordinance will become a 
law of the city and will be put into op- 
eration during the course of the next few 


weeks. 

This is assured by two facts—the first 
being that Mayor Howell will give his 
approval to the measure, and the second 
is that City~Attorney James L. Mayson 
will rule during the session of council 
next Monday afternoon that it was ille- 
gal to hold up the measure with notice of 
a motion to reconsider. 

The opinion of the city attorney will, 
of course, not be given unless tt is celled 
for, but it will without doubt be re- 
quested. He will base it upon he_ fact 
that the charter of the municipality pro- 
vides that notice of a motion to recon- 
sider may be given upon a measure which 
requires separate action by council and 
the aldermanic board. Separate action 
is required only upon ordinances which 
grant franchises or which involve the 
expenditure of the money of the city. 

As the probation ordinance that was 
adopted during the last session of coun- 
ceil does not do either of these things the 
city attorney will rule that notice of a 
motion to reconsider it should not have 
been given. 

The fact that Mayor Howell will give 
the measure his approval was assured 
after he had been interviewed by sixteen 
ladies, who called at his office yesterday 
morning and urged him to give the meas- 
ure his approval. 

There was some doubt about the ordi- 
nance receiving the approval of Mayor 
Howell. He was not well grounded in 
the belief that it would work well in 
Atlanta. 

The ladie@d who have from the start been 
interested in the movement to create a 
children’s court in Atlanta and place 
those who are arrested upon probation, 
learned of this, and called yesterday 
morning upon Mayor Howell in his office. 
He surrendered to them after they had 
presented their arguments and gave 
to them his unqualified statement 
that when the measure reached his desk 
he would give it bis approval. 

The ordinance is that one which came 
from the ordinance committee, Councll- 
man Hynds, chairman, with a favorable 
report. It provides that the recorder of 
the city is to hold a special court for the 
benefit of children who are arrested. It 
also provides that there be separate de- 
tention wards at the» police barracks 
where, the children may be kept, if nec- 
essary, before they are brought to trial. 

After hearing the evidence in their 
cases, the recorder may, if he believes the 
child will be benefited, suspend sentence 
and continue doing so until he is con- 
vinced that the child has reformed. If 
he finds that the child is incorrigible he 
may bind him over as he does now and 
have him sent to the county reformatory 
by the regular courts.

New York, March 3!.—As compared 
with by far the greater majority of 
events heretofore this season, develop- 
ments of the past few days have proved 
of a rather uninteresting nature and 
lacking thove sensational and exciting 
characferistics that have been of absorb- 
ing interest. The net result of four 
days* business has been to reveal the 
strength of the cotton mage After 
the sharp advance to 1!5%c following 
the census report the market broke to 
14%c, and then recovered to [5\%c. The 
reaction was quite to be expected after 
the extensive advance, ‘but the steady 
improvement in the face of opposition 
by several of the more important in- 
terests in the local market can be taken 
as revealing a stronger cotton position 
than the most enthusiastic regarded as 
possible at this time. Trading has been 
along narrow lines, the outside interest 
is very small and the majority of pro- 
fessionals are inclined to be bearish in 
their attitude. Short sellers have been 
compelled to buy in cotton at an ab- 
‘sence of those profits that bears like 
to see. All of which goes to show that 
however wnattractive the situation may 
be to buyers, it is extremely darigerous 
to short cotton this season. Looking 
over the cotton position broadly, the out- 
look is certainly bewildering. It ig all 


well enugh for some of the mil) owners 
and dealers in spot cotton to say that 
consumption can not go on at I8c a 
pound. But with Liverpool stooks the 
smallest since the ¢jvil war and the tIn- 
terior movement almost* nothing, it is 
an open question whether the largor 
mills can really close up shop and throw 
emplovees out.of work and stop machin- 
ery.
